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INTRODUCTION* 




ROM the time that I entered 
into the pradice of medicine, 
and faw the dinger to which 



the generality of thofe who had the 
{mall^-pbx in the natural way were 
expofed, I could not but £ncerely 
wifh^ with every feniible perfon of 
the faculty^ that Inoculation miglit 
become general* 

A confiderable ihare of empldy** 
ment in this branch of my profef- 
fion has for upwards of twenty years 
ixcurred to me i and altho' I have 
been (b fortunate as not to loie a 
{laticnt Under iiiociUation, except

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one chil^) about fourteen years dgb, 
who after the eruption of a iew 
diiliad puftules died of a fever^ 
which I efleemed wholly independtnt 
of the fraall-pox, yet I mufl ae- 
knowledge that in fomc ca&s th* 
fymptoms have coft me not a little 
anxiety for the event. 

Nor kave the fubfequent efFeas 
of this practice always been fo fa- 
vourable as one could wifh ; and tho* 
far from equalling thofe which too 
often follow the natural fmall-poX| 
either in refped to diiEculty or num- 
ber^ yet they fomctimes gave no 
finall uueafinefs to the operator. 

it <iannot likewife, it aught not 
to be concealed, that fome of the in- 
oculated have died under this pro- 
cefs, even under the care of very able 
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fxpsricnced pra<aitioners, But 
thi§ number is fp finall, that, when 
pompared with the iiiQrt«aity 4t^ 
pending the pfttural ii»allrpp;c, if k 
ycduc^ aUttoft tQ a cypljej:, 

Thefe circunaftauccs, hqwever| 
tended to difcourage the operatioj:) 
in fome degree, Practitioners were 
cautious of urging arproceis, of 
whofe evcAt they Qould npt be cer- 
tain: and parents, whowgre fpnrible 
enoi^gh tQ observe, that, though the 
chance was greatly in their fevour, 
yet a blank ipight caft up againft 
Jthcw, <?flpa§ed in jt with hefitationt 

Humanity, as well as a wim. to 
promote the honour and advantage 
of the art I profefs, made me ever 
^ttentiv^ tQ the improvement of thia 
piut of my employment. Diflatisfied 

3 • with 
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with the common raethods, I had 
carefully attended to the circum-» 
Aances (hat feemed to cointribute tq 
the good or ill fuccefs of this prac- 
tice in the courib of niy own buiir 
^efs, as well as to the bcft infor- 
mation I co\ild get of the fuccefs of 
pthers, 

Many faCts had induced me tQ 
ttink that regimen, preparatioq, 
and management would do much s 
that as the difeafe was of a^ inflam-r 
m^tory kind) a cooling regimen 
nmH certainly fox the moft part be 
rcafonable. Some faint eifays were 
made to try how far this fentiu^ent 
might be juft. But thoXe who are 
the beft acquainted with the firft 
j^phorifm of Hippocrates, will be 
the firfl; in juftifying a cautious pro-? 

c^dure^ 
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cedure, where the objed: is no 
^laa the hfe of an individual. 

In this fituation I firft heard, and 
with the utmoft iatisfadion, that 
in Ibme parts of the nation, a new 
and more fucceMil method of in-** 
Oculating was difcovered, than 
had hitherto been pradifed. The 
relators gave incredible accounts of 
the fucceis ; which was the more 
marvellous, as the operators were 
chiefly fuch, as by report could lay 
but little claim to medical erudition* 

Knowing that Improvements 
which would do honour to the m<^ 
elevated human underftandings, are 
fometimes ilumbkd upon by men i 
more confined abilities ; and that i 
4n medicine, as well as in every 
pther circumftance in life, it is our 

duty 
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. cluty to ^vail ourfelves as much a? 
i poflible of all diicovenes tending 
; to the oommon benefit, I embraced 
} tvpry juft opportunity of informing 
/ myfelf Qf ia^fi» circumlbnces, an4 
eveatSi that either public fame^ 
or oicurc precife relations bjought tQ 
jpe* I ufe the term jujl opportu-^ 
z^ity^ becaufe, if I am not mifin- 
forised, eqdeavoqr^ have been ufedji 
iifieonfiAent with equity and can« 
^QUTt to rob thole who are inti- 
tle4 to our gratitude fpr ^lUiling 
US ii> tliis important proccfs, of 
that ihare of private emolument 
whkh is their due, let their title tQ

The dejfign o^. this (reatife is to 
Iring the praaice ftiU one Ifcp 
hearer to perfedion, and le&n the 
ravjages of a diftemper, which is 
hot a native of. Bntanii iMt^ like 
the plague, has been imported from 
isi foreign country, and demands the 
exertion of all the powers we are 
poiief&d of, either to exterminate it 
from amongft us, which perhaps is 
OQt pradicable, or to reader it lefs ;

The following diredions for this 
furpole, are the refult of an exten- 
five pradice : and if a ftrong peiv 
fuafioii of the truth of what h6 
Writes^ founded on repeated trials 
and impartial obfervations^ ihould 
have led the author to exprefs hiax^ 
felf in a very fanguine manner^ th^ 
future experience of others he truils

Hertford^ Nov* 14 
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Of the AoE) Constitution^ and 
Season of die Year proper for 
Inoculation* 

BEFORE I proceed todefcribe the 
regimea and preparatives^ it may not 
be improper to mention what has 
occurred to me in refpedt to the moft fuit- 
able age and conftitution for inoculation ; 
and likewife what feafons feem to be more 
or lefs favourable for the practice. 

In regard to age ; where it is left to my 
choice, I decline Inoculating children under 
two years old. I know the common prac«- 
tice is againfl me in this particular ; but my 
reafbns for rejeding fuch are founded on ob<« 
fervatlon and experience. I have> indeed^ 
lately inoculated many under this age, at 
the preiling intreaties of their parents, and 

C they 
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tlicy have all done well. But it muft be 
confidered» that young children ^are expofed 
to all the hazards of deatition, levers, fluxes,, 
convulfions, and other accidents, fufficiently 
difficult in themfelves to manage in fuch 
tender fubjeds, infomuch that fcarce two 
in three of all that are born, Kve to be two . 
years old; as is demonftrable from the Bills 
of Mortality. 

Befides, convulfive paroxyfms often ac- 
company- the variolous eruptive fever in 
children; and though generally looked upon 
in no unfavourable light, as often preceding 
a dillindl kind of fmall-pox, yet they are 
at all times attended with fome degree of 
danger ; nay, many, it is well known, have 
expired under them ; while others, who have 
ftrugglcd Li:irough with great diihculty, have 
been fo debilitated, and their faculties, fo 
impaired, tiidt tlic efxects have been per- 
ceptible during the remaining part of their 
lives. 

And even aduuttlng the eruption to be 
favourable, and not attended with any iiich 

alarm, yet fliuuld a larger auaibcr of puftules 

than 
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tlian ufual appearjor any untoward fymptom 
happen, and require medical help, the un- 
happy fufferer is much too young to be pre- 
vailed on to take unpalatable medicines^ or 
fiibmit to other neceiTary meafures, by per- 
foafions; menaces, or bribes. I have often 
been prefent at afflifting fcencs of this na- 
ture ; and have realbn to think that mznj 
children have died of the fmall-pox in the 
natural way> merely from the impoilibility 
.of prevailing upon them to comply with 
what ,was proper, in cafes where Uttie or no 
danger was difcoverable, either from the 
number or (pecies of the puftules, the de- 
gree of fever, or any other apparent caufc, " 

It muH likevvife be taken into confide- 
ration, that young children have ufually a 
larger fhare of puftules from inoculation, 
than thofe who are advanced a little farther 
in life ; and that under this circumilance it. 
is well known many have died ; and the 
proportion of thefe, fo far as I can learn, 
is too great to encourage a continuance in 
the inoculation of young children ; fo that 
it feems nK>ft prudent to wait till this dan- 
gerous period be over, efpepially as its du- 

C 2 ration 
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ration is fo (hort, that the danger of their 
receiving the fmall-pox therein in the nata<> 

ral way is very little ; and It is at this time 
much more eafy to preferve them from it» 
than when they are left more to themfelves, 
and may be more in the way of infe^on. 

But children above this period may be ino- 
culated more freely ; nor does there appear 

any reafon to exclude healthy adults of any 

age» perfons of feventy having paifed through 

this procefs with the utiiioil tafc, and with* 

out occafioning the leaft painful apprehen- 
fion for the event. 

In refpedl to conftitution, greater li-' 
berties may be taken than have heretofore 
• been judged admiffible : perfons afflidted 
Vfith various chronic complaints, of icro« 
phulous, icorbutic, and arthritic habits; 
peribns of unwieldy corpulency, and of 
intemperate and irregular lives, have all 
pafled through this difeafe, with as much 
eale and fafety as the moft temperatc^i 
healthy, and regular. But thofe whola<» 
bour under any acute or critical difeafes, or 
their efFefts, arc obvioufly unfit and im- 
proper iubjedSt. Sq liKewife are thofa 

where 
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where there are evident marks of corrofive 
acrimomoas humours* or where , there is a 
jnanifcft debility of the whole frame from 
inanition or any other caufe; all theCe 
ihould be treated In a proper manner pre- 
vious to the introdtt6:ion of this difeafe« 
Conftitutions difpofed to frequent returns 
of intpmittentSj, feem likewiie juftly iex-» 
ceptionablei efpecially as the preparatory, 
regimen may in fome habits intreaie this 
tendency. I have knownj however, inilances 
of fevcre ague fits attacking peribns be* 
tween the infertion of the matter and the 
eruption of the pock, knd even during ma-* 
turation ; when tiie Peruvian bark has been 
given liberally and with fucceft ; the prin- 
cipal bufinefs* in the mean time, iufierin^ 
no injury or interruption. 

Among the circumftances generally con-^ 

fidered aii more orlefs propitious to inocu- 
lation, the feafon of the year has hitherto 
been deemed a matter of fome importance. 
Spnng and autumn, for the moft part, have 
been recomniended, as being the moft 
temperate feafons; the cold of winter, 

and 
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and the fumpier heats, having been judged 
unfavourable for this procefs* But expe- 
rience does not juftify thefe opinions; for 
according to the beil obfervation I have 
been able to make, inoculated perlbns have 
generally had more puftules in fpring than 
at any other time of the year ; and epidemic 
4ifeafes being commonly moil frequent ia 
autumn, efpecially fluxes, intermittents, 
and ulcerated fore throats (all which are 
liable to mix more or lefs vrith the fmall- 
ppx) the autumn, upon this account, does 
not feem to be the moft favourable feafon 
in general. 

. My opinion is, that, conHdering the fur- 
prizing and indifputable benefits arifing at all 
times to patients in the fmall«pox, from the 
free admiflion of frejfh cool air and evacua- 
tions (which will appear from fome cafes 
hereafter fubjolncd) we may fafelj^ inoculate 
in all feafons, provided care be taken to fcreen 
the patients as much as polable from heat ia 
fummer, and to prevent them from keeping- 
themielvcs too warm, and too muchfhut up, 
as they are naturally difpofed to do, from the 

weather 
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weather in winter. And it is well known> 
that many have been inoculated in the 
depth of winter, and ibme during the 
greateft heat in funimer, without fulFering^ 
any injury or inconvenience from either. 

When feaibns, however, are marked 

with any pecuUai: epidemics, of fuch a kind 
efpcicially as may render a mild difeafe 
more untradlablc, it may perhaps be mod 

prudent not to inoculate while fuch difeafes 
are prevalent. 

An eminent phy (ician of my acquaintance 
in London, at that time in confiderable 
bufinefs, informed me, that in the year 
1756 the fmall-pox were very rife, in the 
fummer of that year efpecially. That in 
moft of them the throat was fo much af- 
fed;ed, that about the feventh day from the 
eruption, when they ought to have taken 
liquors in abundance, they could not fwal- 
iow a drop. The ptyalifm was in the mean 
time copious ; and the kind being for the 
moft part confluent, they died on the tenth 
or eleventh day^ and thofe who funk under 
5 ' . this 
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diis diftemper (who were by much the ma^ 

jority) all fufFered from this caufc. This 
inftance is only given to ihew the neceffity 
cf regarding the general ftate of epidemics 
when we go into this operation; and to 
excite thofe who are friends to this moil: 
beneficial difcovery, to u(e every Ineans in 
their power to provide againft a iingle in« 
ftance of ill fuccefs.

IN diredling the preparatory regithen» I ! 
priocipally aim at thefe points : to re- 
dace the patient» if in high heakh, to a 
low and more fecure ftate ; to ftrengthea 
the conftitution, if too low ; to corred what 
appears vitiated, and to clear the ftomach 
and bowels, as much as ma^ be, from all 
crudities and their efl'efts. Witli this view, 
I order fuch of my patients as conftitute 
the firft clafs, and who are by much the 
majority, to live in the following manner : 
to abilain from all animal food> including 
broths, alfo butter and cheefe, and from all 
fermented liquors, excepting fmall beer, 
which is allowed fparingly, and from all 

^ices, and vvliatever poiTeiles a manifeft 
heating quality. The diet is to conlift of 
pudding, gruel, fago, milk, rice-milk, fruit 
pyes, greens, roots, and vegetables of all 
the kinds in feaibn, prepared or raw. Bg^s, 
though not to be eat aljne, are allowed 
ia puddings, and butter in pye-crull; the 

D paticnt:> 
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patients are to be careful that they do not 
eat fuch a quantity as to overload tlieir 

ftomachs, even of this kind of food. Tea^ 
coffee^ or chocolate arc permitted for break.- 

fail, to thofc who chuufe or arc accuAouicd 
to them. 

In this manner they are to proceed about 

nine or ten days before the operation ; dur-- 
ihg which period^ at nearly equal di{):ance$». 

thcj arc direded to take three duks of the, 
following powdery eithei; made into pill£» or 
mixed with a little fyrup or jelly, at bed- 
time, and a dofe of GlaXiber's ialt^ diC^ 
Iblved in thin water-gruel, eachfucceeding, 
morning* 

The powder is compofcd of eight grains, 
of calomel, the fame quantity of the com-* 
pound powder of crabs claws, and one 
eighth part of a grain of emetic tartar. In- 
ftead of emetic tartar, I have fometimes 
fubftituted two grains of precipitated ful- 
phur of antimony. In order to facilitate tlie 
divilion of the dofes, a large quantity is pre- 
pared at once, and great care taken that 
the mixture is well performed.

This quantity is ufually fufficient for a 
healthy ftrong man ; and the dofe muft be 
Jcflcncd for women or children, according 
to their age and ftrength, as well as for per- 
fom advanced ia years. 

The firft dofe is commonly ordered at 
the commeBcemeiit of the conrfe i the fe- 
cond, three or fburdays after; and the third, 
about the eighth or ninth d^y $ and X chufe 
to inoculate the day after the laft dofe has 
been t6ken. On the days of purging, broths 
are allowed, and the patients are deiired to . 
abftaki^from unprepared vegetables. 

What has hitherto been iaid concerning 

the preparation, muft beconfidercdasproper 
onty for the young or middle-aged, in a good \ 
ftate of health ; but among thole who are \ 
defirotts of nocutation are often found tm* 
der, delicate, and weakly women, men of 
bad ftamina, valetudinarians by conftitution« 
by illnefs, or intern perance ; alfo aged pcrfons 
and children ; and for thefe a very different 
treatment is diredted ; a milder courie of 
mecficine, rather of the alterative than pur<« 

i) z . gativc 
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gative kind, is here preferable; and in 

many inftaiices, an indulgence in iomeliglit 
animal food, with a glafs or two ef wine 
in cafe of lowiiefs, is not only allowable^ 
but neceflary to fapport a proper degree of 
itrengtb, efpecially in advanced age. 

Children whofe bowels are often tender* 
and ought not to be ruffled by llrong purgesj. 
yet require a mild mercurial, and bear it 
well : befides emptying the bowels of cru- 
dities, it is a good fecurity againft worms 
and their eBfe&s, whicli are fometimes of 
themfelyes perplexing enough, and produce 
very alarming and even fatal diforders. 

Indeed the particular ilate of health of 

every pcrfon entering upon the preparatory 
f courfe, {hould be inquired into and conlG- 
i dered. Inattention to this has> I am iatil- 
I fied, done great mifchief^ and particularly 
the indifcreet ufe of mercurials, whereby 
a falivation has often been raifed, to the 
rifque of impairing good conftitutions, and 
the ruin of fuch as were previoufly weak 
and iuErm. The diiliacUons and treat- 
ment 
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ment neceffary, will be obviotiS' to thofe 
who are acquainted with the animal oeco- 

nomy and nicdical practice. • • 

♦ 

The time of menftruation has generally 
been the guide in refpe<^ to the inoculation 
of women ; that the whole of the difeafe 
might be over within the menftrual period. 
This I commonly obferve, when I can 
chufe my time without any inconvenience^ 
and inoculate foon after the evacuation 
ceaies ; though I have no reafon to decline 
performing the operation at any time j as I 
can produce many examples in which no 
inconvenience has arifen, nor any diflerence 
been obfervable» when this circumftance 
has been diiregarded. 

Women with child have likewife been 
inoculated and done well ; yet fome parti* 
cular emergency fhould be pleaded in ex- 
cufe for it in their iituation» as it may 
be attended with fome hazard. I have 
not inoculated any woman whom I knew 
to be pregnant; but fome who conceal- 
ed their pregnancy have been inoculated 

5 by • 
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hy me, who, I fancy, hoped for an event 
ifaat did not happen, I mean mifcafhiages $ 

one of thefe had a child born nine weeks 
ftfter inoculation^ at the full time, with 
jdiftin£t marks of the difeale, though the 
nother had vcrj few eruptions* 
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Of Infectiqn. 



H E manner of commanicating thitr 



X diilemper by inoculation iii this 
country, has of late been the following : A 
thread is drawn through a ripe puilule> and 
well moiftcncd with the matter : a piece 
oi this thread is iaiinuated into afuperhcial 
inciiion made in one or both arms, near 
the part where iiiues are ufually hxed ; this 
thread is covered with a ptaifter, and there 
left for a day or two. This is the moft 
ufual way, though others have been pradlifed 
by ieveral in the profe^ion. 

^ At prefcnt, very difFerent methods are 
purfued ; two of .which, th^r vary in ibme 
refpcds, I have frequently praftifed, and 
ihall defcribe ; but the foHowing has beeit 

(6 invariably luccefsful, as to induce me ta 
give it the preference. 

The patient to be infefted being in the. 
ftme houfty and^ if no obje£tiea is made ta 
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it, in the fame room, with one who has 

the difeafe, a little of the variolous mat- 
ter is taken from the place of infertion, if 
the fubjed: is under inoculation ; or a 
puftule, if in the natural way, on the point 
of a lancet;^- fo that both lides of the point 
are moiftened. 

With this lancet an incifion is made in 

that part of the arm where iilues are ufually 
placed^ deep enough to pafs through the 

fparf ikin, and juit to touch the ikin itfelf* 
and in length as fliort as pofliblc, not more 
than one eighth of an inch. 

■ 

The little wound being then ftretched 
open between the finger and thumb of the 
operator, the incifion is moiftened with 
the matter, by gently touching it with the 
flat fide of the infeiled lancet* This ope- 
ration is generally performed in both arms, 
and fometimes in two places in one arm, 
a little diftant from each other* For as 
I have not obferved any inconveniencQ 
from two or three incifion s, I fcldom' truft 
to one ; that neither I nor my patient may 
be under any doubt about the fuccefs of 

thq 
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the o|)eratioa from its being performed in 

one place only. 

I have alfo tried the following method, 
with the fame fuccefs as that above de-» 

fcribed, but do not fo well approve of it^ 
becauie I have been credibly informed that 
it has fometimes failed in the practice of 
others. A lancet being moiftened with 
the variolous iiuid in the iame manner as 
in the other, is gently introduced, in an 
oblique manner, between the fcarf and true 
{km, and the finger uf the operator is ap- 
plied on the pointy in order to wipe off the 
iufediion from the lancer, when it is with- 
drawn. In this method, as well as in the 
fonncr, a little blood wili fometimes appear; 
but I neither draw blood with deiign, nor do 
I think it necciUry to wipe it oil . before the 

matter is introduced. 

In both thefe ways of inoculating, neither 
plaifter, bandage, or covering is applied, or 
in any refped necelfary. 

E Thefe 
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Thcle methods of producing the difealj^ 
Aever once have failed me ; and experience 
has fufficiently proved, that there is no dan- 
ger from additional infection by the natural 
difeafe at the f.unc time. I therefore make 
no fcruple of having the perfon to be ino- 
culated, and the patient from whom the ia- 
feAion is to be taken, in the fame room ; 
nor have ever perceived any ill confequenccs 
attending it. But I advife the inoculated 
patients (thoughperhaps there is no necellity 
for that precaution) to be afterwards fepa- 
rated from places of infedion till certain 
figns of fuccefs appear, when all reftraiirt 
is removed, there being no daager from ac- 
cumulation-. 

. It feems to be of no confequence whether 
the infefling matter be taken from the iv.itu- 
ral or inoculated fmall-pox r I have ufed 
both, and never have been able to diicovw 
the leaft difference, either in point of cer- 
tai^nty of infe<5):ion, the progrefs, or the event} 
and therefore I take the infeftion from eit]ier> 
as opportunity offers, or at the option of nay 
patients or their friends. 

J Nor 
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Ncr is it of confequencc whether the 
matter be taken before, or at. the criiis of» 
tlie diftcmper. It is, I believe, generally 
fcppofed, that the fmall«pox is not infec- 
tiuub till after the matter has acquired a cer- 
tain degree of maturity ; and in the common 
method of inoculation, this is much attended 
to ; and when the -operation has failed, it has 
commonly been afcribcd to the unripenefs 
of the matter. 

But it appears very clearly from the 

prefent pradtice of inoculation, that fo foon 
as any moiilure can be taken from the in- 
feifled part of an inoculated patient, pre- 
vious to the appearance of any puftules, 
and even previous to the eruptive fever, 
this moifture is capable of communicating 
the fmall-pox with the utmoft certainty. I 
have taken a little clear fluid from the ele^ 
vated pellicle on the incifed part, even fo 
early as the fourth day after the operation; 
and have at other times ufcd matter fully 
digefl:ed at the ccifis, with equal fuccefs. 
I chufe, however, in general, to take mat- 
ter for infection during the fever of erup- 

E 2 tion. 
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(loo, as'I ftippoie it at that time' ta have its 
utmoA adivity. 

In all cafes, when I take matter from an 
inoculated peribn» it is from the place where 
it was inferted ; as I am always iure to find 
infedkion there if the difeafe fucceedsj and 

always of fuflident energy. 

It may appear ftrange that no bandage, 
dreiling, or application whatfoever, is made 
ul'c of to the part infcClcd ; but umt ilie 
moft fimple inciiion being made, and moi- 
ftcned vvitli i!ic iliiuliLrc particle of the re- 
ceat fluid matter^ the whole is committed to 
j:iaturc. This method is however perfectly 
right, becaufe the application of either 
plahler or unguent, as is the ufual pradice, 
will occa^on an inflammation on ibme ikins, 
and in all tend to difguifc the natural ap- 
pearance of the inciflon* and prevent our 
forming a proper judgment of the progrels of 
the infedion ; which will afterwards appear 
to be a matter of much importance.

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If neither an inoculated patient is at hand, 
nor any one in the neighbourhood has a dii^ 
tinA kind of the natural difeafej a thread 
may be uled as in the common manner, pro- 
vided the thread be very recently infcded j 
but I think it ought to be uled as foon as 
poffible after being charged with infcfting 
matter. 

The following method of introducing the 
di£e$£t has likemie been found elfFeduol 3 but 
I have never {»:a£tiied it myielf. Dip the 
point of a lancet in variolous matter; let it 
be held in the air till it is dry ; after which 
it may be clofed and kept m the confusion 
cafe without any further care ; and with 
this prepared lancet raife the fcarf (kin ob- 
liquely, and keep the lancet a little time in 
motion between the two fkins, that part of 
the matter may be mixed with the animal 
juices I then withdraw the lancet, and leave 
the incilion uncovered as before.

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Of the PnocREss of Infection, 

HITHERTO very little regard feems 
to have been paid to the pr z^dk d 
infection dAkoverablc by the part where the 
operation was pcrformeil. But it will appear 
in the iequd, that an attention to this cir- 
cumftafice in very Aec^^ary^ bccauie a jaft 
prognoftic m ry thence be fonietimes formed 
of the future ftate of the diftemper» and is- 
iiAcations muy be taken from the different 
appearances on tbearnit that wiU enable us 
to prevent iuconveniencie^* 

The former method of covering the place 
of incifion with a plaifter^ and cxuitiouing I 
upon it drciiings of one iort or another, pre- 
vented mueh ufeful information of this Idnd.

They prevented any judgment by the touch, 
and fbmetimes rendered tb^t by the eye 
equivocal. 

The day after the operation is performed, 
though it takes effect, little alteration isfiP 
coverabie. On the fecond day^ if the port

viewed with a lens, there generally appears 
a kind of orange- coloured ftain about the 
incifion, and the furrounding ikin feems to 
contradl. At this time I ufually give the 
following medicine at going to bed, either 
mixed with a little of any kind of jelly, or 
more frequently made into a pill. 

Calomel and compound powder of crabs 

claws, of each 3 grains, emetic tartar 
^ of a grain. 

A quantity of this medicine ihould be care- 
fully prepared at once, in order to make the 
divilion more exa(^. 

-On the fourth or hfth day, upon apply- 
ing the finger, a hardnefs is to be felt by the 
touch. The patient perceives an itching .on 
thcpart,whichappcarsflightlyiri.i[imed ; and 
under a kind of veiication is feen a little clear 
fluid the part refembling a fupcrficiai burn.. 
About the fixth, moft commonly fome pain 
and ftiffhcfs is kit in the axilla anu this is a 
very pleafing fymptom, as it not only fore- 
tells the near approach of the eruptive (ymp-» 
toms> but is a iagn of a favourable pro- 

grcfs 



grefs of the difeafe. Sometimes on the ie- 
venth> oftener on the eighth day, fymptoms 
of the eruptive fever appear ^ fuch as flight 
remitciog pains in the head and back* fuc* 
cceded by tranfient flaiverings and alternate 
heats, which in a greater or lefs degree con- 
tinue till the -eruption is perfedledh At this 
time al(b it is ufual for the patient to com- 
plain of a very difagreeable tafteinhis mouth, 
the breath is always fetid, and the finell dif- 
ferent from what I have ever obierved in any 
cale, except in the variolous eruptive fever^ 

The inflammation in the arms at this 
time fpreads faft 5 and upon viewing it with 
a good glafs, the incifion, Ibr the moil: part, 

appears ilurounded with an inhnite num- 
ber of fmall confluent puftules, which inr 
crcafe in ilze and extent as the difeafe ad- 
vances. On the tenth or. eleventh day, a 
circular or oval eflflorcfcence is ufual ly dif- 
covered, furrounding the inciiion, and ex- 
tending fometimes near half round the arm, 
but more frequently to about the hzo, of a 
{hilling; and being under the cuticle, is 
fmooth to the touch, and not painful. This 
appearance is alfo a very pleafing one ; it ac- 
companies 
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companies eruption ; every tli^gf^eable 

fymptom ceafes and at the fame time i; 
certainly indicates the whole a0air to be 

over ; the pain and ftifFne£> in the axilla 
alfo going bffl , .

* llie fevcrifli fymptbms are for the moft 
part fo mildi ds feldom to require any me- 
dicinal ailiilancey except ,a repetition of the 
fame medicine that Was direded on the fe- 
cond night after the operation ; and on the 
following mtirning this' laxative draught, to 
procure three or four itools i ' : 

- lufufion of fena two ounces, manna half 
. an ounce, tlnfture of Jalip two di'ams. 

Thefe are given as foon as the eruptive 
lymptom^ are perceivable, if they fqen^ to 
Indicate any uncommoji degree of vche- 
mence. 

It has been obferved^ that by attending 

to the progrefs of iiifcdion, we may be able 
to prognofticate, with fome degree of cer"*- 
uiiity, the event of the diftemper in gene'^ 
ral. Particular incidents will ever happen, 

F ' * but 
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but not fufficient to dt&foy the propriety i 

of general rules. ' 

If the appearances already defcribed are 

ohfcrved early, a very favourable event is 
implied : but it happens in ibme caft^s, al^ 
though it may be perceived that the ino- 
culation has fucceeded, yet it is barely per^ 
ceptiblei the colour about the wound re- 
maining pale, inftead of changing to red or 
inflamed i the edges of the inci£ion ipread 
but little, they remain flat, icarcely rifin^ 
at all, and are attended neither with itch- 
ing or unealinefs of any kind. Nay, ibme- 
times on the fifth, and even the fixth day, 
the alteration is fo little, as to make it 
doubtful whetiier the ialedtion has taken 
..place. 

When matters ^rein thisftate, the appear* 
anceis unfavourable, and implies a late and 
more untoward difeafe : to prevent whicfaj 
I direfl; the powder or pill to be taken each 
'night I and in cafe it fails to operate by ftool, 
or there is tlie leaft difpofition tacoftivenefs, 
an ounce of Glauber's ialts, or more com- • 
moillyrthe laxative draught already men- 

tioned^ 
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tionedf is given ia the morning, once oz 
twicct as the cafe may require. Thiscourie 
forwards the inflammation, which I always 
wiih to fee ; as I have conftaatly cbitrvtd, 
that an early progrefs on the arm, and an 
early commencement of the eruptive com* 
plaints, portend that the diftemper will be 
mild and favourable ; and on the contrary, 
vrhere both arelate, thciymptoms are ulually 
more irregular and untoward.

Being now arrived at the moil: intereftr 
ing period of this diitemper, the eruption, 
a period in which the prefent practice I 
am about to recommend differs eilentially 
from the method heretofore in ufe, and on 
the right management of which much de« 
pends, it will be requiiite to give clear and 
explicit diredions on this head, and to ad- 
vife their being purfued with firmnefs and 
moderation. 

Inilead of confining tlie patient to his 
bed, or his room, when the fymptoms of 
the eruptive fever come on, he is directed, 
aB ibon as the purging medicine has opmted, 
Uj keep abroad in the open air, be it ever fo

This trrarnacnt indeed ibemg as hard at 
firft to cfae payfenfSj as it mnft appear fin^ 
gular to the readeri hui the cfeds are ib 
fidotaiy, and £> eooftandy coofinned by or^ 
perience, and an eoiy progrefs througli 
every ftage of die difeafe depends mocli 
upon it, that I admit of no t^xiccptkcm^ 
mAe& the weadier be cxtreoiely fi^rere^ 1 
and the conflitution very delicate. And ' 
it is indifputably tnie» that in the few 
infUnoe^ where the iymptoms of eruption • 
have run very higfa» the padents dread- 
ing any motionj and fearing, the cold t 
us die greatcft evil, yet, when under * 
thefe. circutnftao^t 1 have perfuaded theo^ | 
to rife ont of bed, and go out of doors, | 
though led ibmetimes by two afihlants^ 
and have allowed them to drink as much 
^ cold water as they choie» they liave not fuf^ 
fered the kaft finifter accident. On the 
contiary^ after they have been prevailed on, 
although reluctantly, to comply with thelb | 
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jiire&ioMf they find their fplrlts revivedj aa, 
inclination for nouri(h(Bent returns ; the/ 
rcA well ; a gentle fweat fuccceds, accom- 
panied with a favourable .eruption ; and the 
fever feems wholly to be extinguilhed. . 

In general, the complaints in this ftate are 
.very moderate, and attended with fo little 
illncfs, that the patient eats' and fleeps wel^ 
the whole time : a few puftules appear, fomc- 
ticoes equally difperfed i fometimes the in- 
flammations on the arms fpread, and ar^ 
furrounded with a few puftules, which gra- 
dually advance t6 maturity ; during which 
tune, for the moftpart, the eruption proceeds 
kindly, and there is ouich more difficulty 
tp reftrain the patients within due baunds, 
and prevent their mixing with , the public, 
and fpreading the infedion (which I always 
endeavour to prevent) than there was at firft 
to prevail upon them to go abroad. D aring 
this time medicine is feldom wanted ; the 
coed air fecm^ the beft cordial i and if any 
uncoimpion languor happens^ a bafon* of 
fmall broth,, or aglafs of wine, i§ allowed 
jo the day, or ibme whitc*wine vhcy at bed 
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tluic ; which are indeed at aiiv ilmc allowi 
to tender^ aged^ or weakly per£>Qs.

With thefe exceptions, they have hitherto 

been kept very fcrupuloufly to the diet at firtl 
direded. But after the eruption is com- 

pleatedy if occaUon rcv]L:lrL\s, they are in- 
dulged in a little well-boiled meat of the 
lightcil kind, as chicken, veal, or mutton. 

TheieguriCii above-mentioned, the cool- 
ing alterative purges, and the free uieof cool 
air i;t the fcaion of eruption, almoit unirer- 
faiiy prevent either alarming iymptoms, or a 
large crop of puf.ulcs. A few I have fc^n 
with fuch a quantity of puftules, though dil* 
tind, thai I liave neither advifed nor allowed 
them to go out of the houfe. But the gene* 
ralityof my patients, when the eruptions arc i 
few, amuib themfelves abroad within proper I 
limits, with the puftules out upon them^ 

I neither enjoin this, nor maintain thit 
it is nccefiary ; but have not been able to 
obferve that any inconvenience has arilcn 
from its And how ftrange foever it may 
appear, it k Uat, that thofc who are noil 

adveotinoQSfr 
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adventurous, (eem to be in better /jpirits^ and 
more free from complaints^ than others who 
are inclined to jceep within doors. And in- 
deed, fuch of my patients as have received 
the benefit of this treatment themielves» fel- 
dom permit thofe who are ia the harde^ 
part of the diftemper, the eruptive, to keep 
fnuch in the houfe ; but en9ourage ^hem 
to bear a little hardfhip, by recounting to 
them the beneixt they have reaped from the 
method they ace recommending. 

Thofe who have the difeafe in the llighteft 
manner iiril defcribed, viz, without ^ny ap<* 
pearance of eruption but on the inoculated 
parti are iooa aUq^Yed to go about their ufual 
affairs ; and many inftances have happened 
of very i^duiirious poQr xnen, who haye ij;^ 
ilantly returned to their daily labour, with a 
caution not to intermix with thofe who have 
not had diediftemper, for fear of fpreading it, 
%9d wi^dire^ons to take two or thre^ timef; 
of the purge already directed, or as many 
dofes,pf Giaubers {^t^. Thofe lyhoi^ave it 
in a greater degree, are confined fomewhat 
Jiongerit and a very mild laxative is now* 
an^'^^n ex^itedj if there is the lead dif*^ 

pofitioo 
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po&xion to coilivenefs ; as the progrefs 10 
iiuituraticm appears rather to be advaticed 

thau retarded by the operation. 

When the maturation is compleated, and 
it is evident we have nothing further to feaf 
from the diftempcr, I allow my patients 
gradaally to change their courfc of di^$ 
from the perfeftly cooling kind, to one a 
little more generous; recommending ftri^y 
to all a return to their ordinary animal diet 
with much caution and reftraint upon tfaeir 
appetites, both in tcCpcSt to food aud fer- 
mented liquors. * ' 

It is not often that we are under a ncs 

ceffity of making any application to the part 
where the operation %vas performed : it moft 
commonly heals up, and is covered with a 
fcab, about the time when, in a natural way, 
all the pocks would have been dried up: but 
there are fome cafes wherein the inciiioiifl 
continue to difcharge a purulent matter 
longer ; in thefe infiances it is fufficient to 
cover the place with the white cerate, or 
any other mild emplaftic fubftance^ which 
may at once pi event the linen from adher-

And as in thefc cafes the part remains un- 
^eakd.fmtn fome peculiar caufe iirtheiiabity

IN the preceding pages I have de&ribed 
the ufual progrefs of the fmall-pox 
from the inoculation. There are» however^ - 
deviations from thio courfe, and indeed 
not a few ; ibme of the moil material o£ 
which, as they may embarrafs the inexpe- 
rienced^ and create a real difficuky^ as well 
as apprchenlion^ of danger, it iccins necef- 
fary to defcribe, and the means that ex« 
perience has fuggciied to remove theie 
fymptoms^ or the double refpe&ing tlie 
event. 

The firft I (hall take iK>tice of, and which, 
though it very rarely happens, fometimes 
\gtves much troubH is great iicknefs, ac<- 
companied with vomiting, coming on during 
the eruptive ilate of the diftempen For this, 
complaint it is always neceiTary in the firft 

place 
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place to dear the ftomadi $ which may he 

effected, either by ordering the patient to 
drink plentifully of warm liquids to pro- 
mote vomiting; or perhaps more properly, 
by giving one grain of emetic tartar to an 
ad%ilt» mixed with ten grains of compound 
powder of crabs claws, taking care, to lef« 
&n the dofe for. very young and weak 
ittbjedts. ' . • V 

, This i^ually throws oS Some biliou* 
malier. by vomit/ femetimes {>rocures ftools^ 
or occaiions a moderate fweat, and gene- 
rally adminifters relief. If, however, no 
Aooh (hould follow from this medicine; 
and the ^fidcneft Aould remaiii, a gentb 
laxative almoft certainly procures a reipite, 
and Ac appearance of the eruption removes 
the complaint intirely* 

Another deviation, of ftill more con- 
fequence, which fometimes happens to- 
wards the time of th^ ertiption, and *i$ 
ofiben, though not always^ accompanied, 
with great ficknefs, is an eryfipelatous efflo- 
iTcfccoce.

In this cafe the Inocukted part flievvs 
early certain marks of infedBon, fometimes 
on the very next day, or the day after, when 
the incifion will often appear confiderably 
inflamed and elevated. The patient about 
this time frequently makes Ibme of thefol* * 

. lowing 
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lowing complaints, viz» chillinefs, itchingSi 
and fmail pricking pains in the part, and 
fometimes on the ihoulJer, giddinci's, drow- 
linefst and a flight head-ach, fomctlfnes 
attended with a feverifli heat, but often 
Vithout any : the account they^themfelved 
give of their feelings, is in fomc, as if they 
had drank too/much^ .and in others, asrif 
they had CwUght a cold. Thcfc^complaintS 
fcldom lafl twenty-four hours, often not ib 
long, and with frequent' rcmilllons, and 
never, that I remember, rife to a degree that 
requires ccnfinement. The inflammation on 
the ztpx at ti^e timq Qf the compkints ad« 
vances apace,^ and feels ,hard to the touch ; 
but upon their wearing oiF, the itidamed 
appearances gradually, lelTcn, and the part

Ip this irregular ibrt of ' the dilbrder 
there have» however^ been feme examples 
where a few' eruptions have appeared^ and 
probably in confequence of the inocula- 
tion ; yet the pulittles have not looked like 
the true pocks, nor maturated like them, 
fior lailed longer than three days i about 
-which time they, for the moil part, have 
dried away. 

As I find it difficult to defcribe th^ 

variety and irregularity of fymptoms that

appearances which have been defcribed 
the eoniUnt attendants on inoculation, a# 
pain in the head> giddinefs^ marks of in«* 
fe^on in tlie anh^ &Ci cnfuc ; nor can they 
ever be produced upon a perfon who has 
had the finall-^pox before, either in the na-« 
tural way or by inoculation ; and therefore 
it cannot with reafon be fugg^ed, . that the 
patients, whom I fuppofe to get through the 
difeale in the very flight manner above de* 
fcribcd, may poflibly have had the fmalU 
pox unoblerved in ibme ibrmer part of their 
lives. 

Anodier Irregularity defcrtirig notice herij 
is, that fometimes, upon the abatement of 
the fever and other fymptoms, after the 
appearance of fcveral puftules, and when- 
die eruptive Oage of thedifeafe feems com^ 
pletcd, it neverthelefs happens tiiat frefh 
eruptions conse out, and contintie doing fi> 
daily, for 4, 5, or even 6 days fuccefiively ; 
preceded fometimes by a flight pain in the 
head, though more frequently they appear 
without any new difturbance. Thefe are 
generally fe\y in number, fiiort-liv'd, and

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jfcldom come to maturity. But I hafvfe fisctl 
four cafes, in each of which, after a cef*

Some of my own patients, and, as I am 
credibly informed, of other inocolators in 
this way, have had confiderable eruptions 
of this kind after they returned home; 
which have probably given occafion for the 
reports of feveral having had the difeafe 
again in the natural way after inoculation. 
But that thefe reports are ill-grounded, 

will appear from this obfcrvation, to wit, 
that in all the cafes of this fort which have 
occurred in my own praftice, or, as far as 
I can learn, in that of others, the fecond 
or latter crop of puflules has always hap-

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pened within the time ufually. allowed for . 
the prpgrefs of the imall-pox from iaocula* > 
tion^ and before die inflammation on the 
arm h»» ceal^ and foqaec than they could 
be fuppofed to be produced by infedion 
taken in the natural way ; and whenever it 
has happened^ it has been to perfons in 
whom^ after a flight eruption^ and abate-* 
ment of fymptoms, the difeafe has prema- 
tiM^ely been judged to be quite over, and 
they have therefore been permitted to re- 
turn to their families. 

It will doubtlefs be afked, how cafes of 
this kind ihould ever, happen among thoiQ 
who return home as cured ? To which I 
anfwer, That.it is no unufual thing for in« 
duflrious men, after a flight eruption, and 
ceiTation of all complaints^ to aik leave to 
return home to their occupations and fa- 
milies ; and where it has been thought that 
no danger would accrue to others, their 
requeft has been often granted; for the 
phydcian no more than the patient can 
forefee when thefe accidents ihall follow ; 
but it may be obfcrved here, that in ail 
thefe cafes of my own knowledge, very re*

I need not £ty how much it ^as been 

l^ought right, in nioft or all eruptive 
complaints/ especially in the fmall-pox, to 
forward, by ^very gentle means, the efforts 
of nature in producing an eruption : and on 
the contrary, how dangerous to check it, 
either by cold air, cold drink, or «ny confi-* 
derable evacuations ; or that the ufc of 
warizf . dilttent«^ therefore, and the lying in 
bed, efpeciaUy if the fever and fymptoms 
run lugb, M leaft confining to the honfe, 
have been geaeraily approved and recom-* 
mended jfor. the purpofe* But when a prac* 
tice fo fpreign to this» and almoft totally 
di£^ent» is incn)cateil^ is no wonder if 
f^ef^^ ifiluds glgniic4^ an4 thoie evil} 

l^peifted 
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cxpefled that were fuppofed to be the un- 
avoidable confequences of it. 

Experience, however, and inftances offo 
many thoufai)ds fucceeding by this method, 
without any confiderablc bad efFefts from it, 
cither immediate or remote, are irrefiftiblc 
arguments for its fupport and juftification, 
and the beft proof of its utility and fafety. 
I have faid, without any confiderablc bad 
effedls ; for in reality I have feen none that 
deferve that name, if compared with what 
fometimes follow the natural fmall-pox, or 
frequently happen after the old method of 
inoculation. • • 

. Every one who has had any fliare in this 
pradlice according to the common or old 
methods, will allow, that after pafling 
through the difeafc in a very favourable 
manner, their patients (children efpecially) 
were frequently liable to abfcefles in the 
axilla and other parts, tedious ophthalmies, 
and troublefome ulcerations in the place 
of infertion ; which though they could not 
be forefeen or prevented, yet frequently 
gave more pain and vexation to the- pa-

The immediate fenfible effeds of going 
^to the open air, arc a very great abate-» 
tnent of heat upon the whole furfacoof the 
ikiii> w&icfa du)ugh but juft before intenfely 
hot, generally in a ihort time feels not much 
warmer than that of a perfon in health. 
The puUe from being very ihrongi fuU^ and 
quick) becomes lefs hard and full, but con*- 
tinues quick i and I have fometimes ob^ 
ferved it to^ intermit ; which, however 
alarming it may leem> is not a dangerous 
fymptom.

If there has been much ficknefs at fto- 
machy a vamiting frequently happens Cooa 
after the pill : this the patients fliould pro- 
mote by drinking plentifully of ibme warm 
diluents ; and till the fatigue occafioned by 
it is overj they certainly ought not to gp 
abroad. 

By this operation, and the ftools which 
fuccecdy the fcveriflx and internal heab 
thirft, ficknefs, and pains, are for the moft 
part coniiderably abated. The patients 
commonly complain of being very low and 
faint after thrfe evacuations i but the moik

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argent fymptoms being alleviated iherebyj a 

4irpoiition to receive nourilhnient hourly in- 
cr^ilb$« They are then allowed to drink 
thin mytton or chicken broth, milk pottage, 
or tea» as the moft grateful and refrefliing 
cordial fuftenance they can take. Sleep like- 
wile now moft commonly comes on ipon-» 
taneoufly. But they are only permitted to 
enjoy this refrefliment by day upon the bed i 
for I always difluade them from §oin^ into 
it tUl night. 

From the foregoing account it appears, 
that the fever preceding eruption^ and the 
uioft grievous fymptoms accompanying it, 
are often greatly mitigated by this prac- 
tice; and I will here add, that the eruption 
is moft certainly retarded, that is, it does 
not appear fo foon after the attack of the 
difeafe^ nor come out fo precipitately when 
it has begun to appear, as it feemed likely 
to have done if the natural progrefs had not 
been interrupted ; an efFeA, which, how- 
ever dangerous it may have been thoughtj^ 
maybe produced with theutmoft fafety,and

la this i^egleded interval, from the erup- 
tion being compleated, to the acceffion of 
fever of maturations . and its concomi- 
tants (an interval which in point of duration

How far it may be fafe or advilable for 
the patients to venture out into the open air 
during this ftage of the difeafe, I will not | 
yet pretend to fay ; but they will certainly 
be both refrefltied and invigorated, by being 
kept out of bed as much as they can bear, 
without being overfatigued ; and by frdh 
air let in lomaimes through an open wia^ 
dow.

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As the violence of the eruptive fever with 
its attendant complaints muft neceflarily 
exhauft the ftrength and Ipirits, both {hpuld 
in this interval be recruited, by as much 
proper nourhhmcnt (fuch as has been men^ 
tioned in the former part of this chapter) 
as can be taken down without offending 
the ftomacb $ and alio if occafion requires, 
with medicines of a cordial and anodyne 
quality ; for this is the time to recover as 
much ftrength as poflible, in order to be. 
better able to encounter and bear the pain 
and fever, v^hich will moil certainly hap- 
pen> as the ftate of maturation advances. 

Medicines, except what have been already 
mentioned, fcem at this time unneceflary ; 
ai|d they would interlere with, and prevent 

the true rcliih for, food. 

But for the beft method of treating the 
fmali-pox in its moil dangerous Aagc, J 
mean that of maturation, I muft refer to 
the feveral learned and eminent pradtition-" 
crs who have profefledly written upon tte 
fubjed^ whoie opinions and prad;ice I nei-» 
'tfaer pretend to corred: or amend. I (hall 

however 
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however take the liberty to rccommcncl one 
medicine to be ufed in that ftage of the dif» 
eafe, which I have found to abate heat, and 
allay thirft, in fuch a manner as to afford a 
very pleafing refrefhment. 

Take of the weak fpirit of vitriol one part, 
of the fweet fpirit of vitriol two parts j 
mix. Of this the quantity of half an 
ounce may be added to a quart, or perhaps 
three pints of barley water> or the pero- 
ral drink, or any other diluent, and to be 
drank of at pleafure* 

I have at prefent nothing farther to re- 
commend ; but what has been faid will I 
prefume be fufficient with the cafes an- 
nexed (in which the method will be more 
plainly defcribed) to juftify further trials of 
the cooling, repelling, and evacuating prac- 
tice in the beginning at leaft of the natu- 
ral fniall-pox, till the eruption is complcat- 
ed, efpecially where the phyfician has an 
opportunity of making the trial before the 
eruption appears, and can be pretty certain, 
or has good, rcafon to conclude, that his 
i V . < patientN 
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patient's diforder is variolous. And the more 
violent the fymptoms are in this ftage of 
the diieafe, the more we ihould be induced 
to employ the means which have been 
attended with fo much fuccefs^ in the fame 
ftage of the difeafe aft^ inoculation. 

But it may be aiked^ if I was called to a 

patient in a bad confluer^t fmall-pox, and 
finding th^ eruption completed^ whether 
in fuch ^ cafe I ihould venture to give and 
continue th^ ufe of the alterative and 

purgative medicine, and , advife the patient 
to go out^ if he cap bear iu into the opeii

For in the praSice of inoculation expe- 
rience has taught me, that after as well as 
before the eruption, perfons may fafely 
take mercurial purges, and go out during 
their operation (though I have feldom advifcd 
any to do fo) into, the cold air, in inclement 
weather, without fuffering the leaft harm 
or fubfequent ill confequence from it.

done early; but the mercurial evacuatinr 
courfe Ibems quite improper.

Upon the whole^ what has been faid oi 

the natural fmall-pox, muft wait the award 
of time and experiencct the only lefts ai 
.the, utility of any pradice ; for I havelivu 
long enough to hsm leen leveral inftaoccs 
where very . ingenious and weU^meaaing 
men have been greatly miftaken, by relying 
' too much on the firA imprelTions madct)) 
a few fuccefsful experiments.

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CONCLUSION. 

BEFORE I difini& the fubjea» it may 
not be improper to give fome. account 
of the motives that ioduced me to adopt 
•this method. 

During the cour& of many years pra^e 
of inoculating in the former ufual method^ 
I generally committed to writing the moft 
remarkable occurrences, to have recourfe 
to. Among tbefe, I had morded fome 
caies» which proved that thofe who had 
fufFered mofi^ were, in general, fuch as 
had been kept vrstttA, and nurfed with the 
greateft tendernefs and care. Thefe fa£ts 
<lifpo£9d mc to think favourably of a cooler 
manner of treating the difeaie, and made me 
attentive to the reports^ of fuch a method 
having been praAifed in fome parts of this 
country with great fuccefs, though too ex- 
travagant at firft tojeferve credit. 



Irhe reports^ however, of this priStiix^ M 
gained ground } and, upon the ilddxii ea« 
quiry, I found they were for the moft parf 
tnie^ and |^at fucji. who w:ere treated in this ; 
way^paflcd through the diftempcr in a more 

•favourable manner than my own patients, 
or tbofc o£ the moft able pra^kitiociefs in 
the old method of inoCTfatibn i al&>» that 
the inoculatoca in this new way enjomed a i 
ilrldcr regimen, a# to diet» than I iiad hi- 1 
therto thought neceilary; and that theyj 
frequently brgught their uniafeiSted patients

matter, proceeding with much circumfpec- 
tion and attention i my patients being cx- 
pofed to the open air in that cold lealbn. 
The great advantage diey ieceived from 
this treatment was foon apparent, and more 
than fuffipient to encourage my continu- 
ance in the pradicc; tUl repeated cxperii 
merits induced me to think, that inileadof 
fuppofing the fever in the fiftalKpox to be 
the nribrument employed by nature to iub*^ 
due and expel the variolous poifon, we 
iliould rather cbnfider it as her greatfcA

It will, I hope, be necJlels to tell the 
Ireader^ that I have difclofbd the whole of 
^hat I know with certainty relative to this 
procefs, as the regimen, medicines, difFerent 
°^ types of the difeafe, jthe rule& of prognoAic, 
^ and various events, &c. are fully and faith- 
fully related/ according to the beft of my 
judgment and experience. And I believe, if 
ri the method now recommended is carefully 
isi purfued, it will be found to aafwer v^ith a 
fuccefs at Icafi: equal to any yet difcovercd. 
xj Neverthelefs it is reafonable to fupppfe that 
further experience may produce fome im- 
2^ provements; yet when it is coniidercd how 
fhort a time is required for preparation, how 
^ , few medicines are to be taken, thoie medi- 
cines, neither naufeous in themfelves, nor 
Tiolent in their operation, of a kind likely 
to be beneticial to moft conltitutions, and 
hurtful to none, unlefs injudicioufly admi- 
niftered, that the difeafe is ufually fo mild 
^1 as to require little or no confinement (the 
coaipkints of far the greater number being. 
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that they have too little of the diftemper) 
and that thedifagreeable con fequences which 
fometimes happened after the former me- 
thod of inoculation are like wife by this moft 
commonly obviated; I do not fee that much 
alteration can be even wiflied for. That 
which appears moft likely to be made, is in 
Ihortening the time of preparation ; for as 
I have often been obliged to inoculate with- 
cfiit any, and have always kad the fame fuc- 
cefs, it has inclined me to think, that much 
if not the whole of thisprocefs may bedif- 
penfed with, except in very full habits, or 
where other particular circumftances may 
require it. But in all thefe cafes, from the 
infertion of the matter to the time of the 
eruptive complaints, the patients have been 
kept to a clofe obfervance of diet, and the 
ufe of the preparatory medicines, propor- 
tioned as well as I could to their condition: 
for I durft not, by way of experiment^ dil- 
penfe with the ufe of meafures that had 
been hitherto fo fuccefsful. 

Should it be afked then. To what parti- 
cular circumftancc the fuccefs is owing? ! 

■ can 
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can onJy anfwcr, that although the whole 
procefs may haye fome ihare in it, in my 
opinion it confifts chiefly in the method of 
inoculating with recent fluid matter, and 
ia t)ie management of the p^ti^ents at (he 
time of eruption. If thefe conjedures ftiould 
be true, perhaps we ihaU be found to have 
improved but little upon the judicious Sy-^

but from this time all complaints of every 
kind ceaied.

It is remarkable in this gentleman's cafe, 
that being fo well he did not chuie to live - 
with thole who had the diftemper, but con- 
tinued in a lodging with his wife, who ac* 
companied him by way of nurfe, in full con- 
fidence of having had the fmali-por many 
years fince. However^ after they got home, 
(he fell ill, and had the diftemper in a very 
clear but favourable manner, and doubtlefs 
caught it of her hufband.

A young gentleman aged nineteen was in^ 
oculated June 2d, 1765. 

On the 3d he rode out with a friend i|i 
an open chaife, and it being florrny wea- 
ther returned home wet. I called on him 
next morning) and found him in bed, com- 
plaining 
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plaioiog that he had reflcd ill, lelt fiiooting 
pains in his head, his throat a Httle fore, 
thought himfelf icveri(h» and that he bsd 
taken cold the preceding day. All this 
feemed very probable : his pulfe was too 
quick> though the heat not coniiderable, aiid 
he was in a moderate Aveat. 

He role about ten^ and kept within doors 
the whole day, complaining of wearinefs, 
ilight paia in the head and iabout the ihool- 
dcrs; alfo that the incifed parts felt uneafj, 
and itched. 

On the 5th he thought his cold coniider- 
ably better, and ventured abroad. His arm 
appeared certainly infe£ked> and very tot" 
ward ; infomuch that I fgfpedled he would 
have no ^ore illnefs in'confequeiice of the 
inoculation. 

On the 7th the Inflammation on the arm 
wa^ confiderably abated, and the incifion 
feemed dilpofed to heal. 

Apprehending from thefe ctrtumftances 
• that nothing more was to be ejcpedted from 
the opera tion^ he was inoculated again in 
the cveningt from a perfoa who had the 
diftemper pretty full, though of a diftin(5 
kind, in the natural way.

of feelings were complained of that whole .

On the third morning 
there was a fluftiing on the flcin r6und the' 
puni^ure on each arm nearly the breadth 
of a fixpence i on applying the finger, it 
felt hard about the middle ; and upoa the 
whole, the appearances of iniedion were 
as evident as are ufually obfervable on the 
9th or loth day. I therefore ventured to 
aflure her, that the difeafe would pafs over 
in a very flight aianner^ and moli probably 
without any eruption ^ and the event juflified 
my prognc^ic« 

She complained a Uttie of pain in her 
head for feveral evenings, and the inflam- 
mation on her arm increafed ; but on the

wore off : ihe remained perfed:ly well^ liviog

"January 9th a flrong healthy man aged 24 

was inoculated. The eruptive complaint; 
began on the 8 th day, ran pretty Ugb, 
and on the inoculaXed parts of each arm 
he felt very great and unufual pains. Oo 
the loth a true eryiipeiatous fwellm; 
attacked one arm, and extended from the 
ihoulder to the elbow, the other was alio 
affedted in tlie like manner, but not fo con- 
iiderably. In the evening pf the fame dajf 
he pomplained of great pain and forenels 
about his ftomach, and at this time the 
^hole furfape of the fjdn was nearly covered 
with a ra(h and petechial Ipots pf diffeient 
colours and iizesy 

What I diflinguiih by the name of raih, 

Wer epimplcs muchrefembling the confluent

chial fpots were interfperfedj and even with 
the ikin; Iboie'of thefe were imall like flea- 
bites, others were near as large as a iilver ' 
penny ; fome were of a very dark purple, 
and others of a livid colour. I obferved 
them carefully, ailifted by a good convex 
glafs, and found the appearances fingnlarand 
I alarming. But as the fever was not high in 
proportion to fuch appearances, the head and 
r back free from pain, and no great weaknefs 
i attended, the event feemed to be the lefs 
) doubtful. The patientdrank a baibnof white 
wine v^hey at going to bed, and I found 
[3 him pretty well in the morning : the ery- 
fipelas began to be lefs fiery, and put on a 
: darker hue i a few large diftind puftules of 
^ real fmaU-pox foon diicovered themfelves> 
^ and from this time all went on very well ; 
^ the arms indeed were of a livid colour for 
f^fome time, but gave the patient no pain or 
uneaiineis, fo that he paiied through the

when the raih wa.^, totally gone. On dicjdi 

day from the inocttlatiim die begaa to have 
the eruptive fyniptoaij>, whigk were ac- 
companied with more fever and pain indie 
head and back than is ufual, alfo very great 
Iicknefs and vomiting; thcfc were fuccccdcJ 
an univerfal raih, of the fame kind as 
had happened before; in this lituatloii {he 
was ordered to keep her room, and the ibl- 
lo wing medicine dircdcd : 

Take compound powder of crabs claws, 

one fcruple ; emetic tartar, one grain. 

1 This operated moderately by vomit, dif- 
charging ibme bile> and alfo twice by Aoot 
Theftomach was much relieved, but theraib 
remained, aad put on fo much the appear* 
ance of a confluent eruption, that I could

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fccn in the fame perfon but a few days be- 
fore a fmaller degree of the fame rafli. What 
made the cafe more doubtful was, that the 
fever ftill remained pretty high; and her head 
and back were not much relieved by this 
eruption. la this fituation I did not think it 
advifeabie to expofe the patient to 'the open 
air, but direded only a faiine mixture, with 
compound powder of crabs claws, and that 
ihe ihould keep her room, but not her bed.

A man aged 44, on the iaxth day after 

inoculation began to complain of pains in his 
bead and back, and of being frequently very , 
cold. Thefe lafted with great feverity, info- 
much that he took the alterative pil], a purging 
draught, and kept much in the air till the 9th> 
when about ten puftuies appeared, and his 

complaints' 
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complaints cealed. Thefe feemed likely to dry 
ftway without maturatiog» whkh is not ua- 

frequently the cafe, where there are very few. 

On the 1 2 th he took a purge i his ariti 
remained confidentbly inflamed ; bat as he 
was very defirous of going to a relation's 
houfe, where he propofed to be aired, I 
consented to it. 

On the 1 6 th I was told he had be^a 

much indifpofed fincc his removal, and tliat 
he wi(hed to lee me. 

On the 17th I vifited him> and found a 
ponfiderablc number of pullulcs, to die 
amount of about 40, in the face, of true 
fmall-pox. The account he gave me was, 
that he found himfelf very ill on the evening 
after his removal, aad that he perceived the 
puftules the next morning. This was on 
the 14th day from the mpculationj and uic 
forwardnefs they were in agreed well with 
his account. His arm continued much idi- 
flamedj with many puftules near theincifioa# 

CASE XVX 

A healthy young man was inoculated De- 
cember 6th, 1766. On the iithaod xath

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lie was cold and hot alternately, ahd com-J 
plained of great pain ia his headj backj 
and limbs« 

Hie 1 3^1 he was much eafier, but ilill 
felt pains in his head and back. The inocu- 
lated parts, which from the operation till this 
day I had no opportunity of feeing, ihewed 
evident figns of infedioa j but the fkin at the 
incifion was pale, not elevatedf nor did a 
thin fluid appear under the cuticle^ as is ufual 
when theprogrefs of infcdtion is favourable;

In tto 
fitoatioQ I fi^e 00 doubt but there wcmU 
be a f^cond eruption, and therefore per- 
fuaded him to get up and go into the air, 
and directed an infulion of fena and maiiiii 
to be taken immediately. 

This operated four times, and be ^v. 
confidcrubly relieved of all his compIaui»» 
but fre(h puilules now made their appear- 
aiiCQ Oil the face and other parts, to ^ 
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amouat of double tba number at leaft of 

the iirft. From thi§ time he remaiQed qult^ 
free from fs^vcr, andevery otli^ complaint ; 
the lail puftules, as well as the firft, matu* 
rating in the moft fiivourable manner. B^t 
what is very remarkable, both crops of 
puftules ripened nearly about the fame time ; ' 
for the progrefs of thoie which came out 
firft fcenied to be retarded by the fecund 
eruptive fever, and the latter puihdes ad« 
yanced quicker than ulual. 

CASE XVII. 
June 2d. Twenty- two perfons were ino- 
culated, who lodged at two neighbouring

On the 4th in the evening one of them, a 
managed 30, had a (hiveringfit, fucceeded 
by fever, with pain in the head, back, and 
fide, which continued all night. 

In the morning, when I firft vifitcd 
him, the pulfe was very quick, full, and 
ftrong, and the former complaints remained, 
but I found him walking about the houie.

was told he had been in the air, and thatib 
purge had operated four times. He was oo« 
difpofed to fweat, and his pains were abated) 
but the fever rem^iined as before, witb* 
white dry tongue; he had a troublelbmi 
cough, difHcult reipiration, and great op* 
preifion at his ftomacb, but there wasnoi 
theleail lign of infe^^ioa in tjie arm. 

7th. In (h^ morning he was much in tl • 
fame ftate, only weaker. I prefcribed 2 
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of wonnwood mixture, with Mindererus's 

ipirit, and oily mixture for his cough, and

8th. He hadfourftools in the night, fweat« 
cd pretty well, and got fome lleep ; but he 
coughed much, breathed with difficulty, ex- 
pectorated iome thin frothy phlegm, and 
complained ofgreat pain in his breaft and fide.

CASE XVIII. 
A middle-aged man> on .the.iixth day 

after he had been inoculated, complained 

o( pain in . his head and back, and had a 
flight clegree of fever. The complaints 
remaioed till the 8th, wheo there appeared 
, fame .er uptiops on the face which i took to 
be , varioloas : hfit it is to be noted, that 

having 
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having lived pretty freely» his face will 
very red and iuU of pimples ; and neither 
the preparation nor medicines had mvA 
altered that appearance ; fo that it was no 
eafy matter to diftinguifh between thofc 
v^hich were habitual to him, and the freili 
ones.

In this alarming fituation I defired the 
affiuance of the phyfician, who on other 
occafions had ufually attended the family. 
At our confultation, which foon followed, 
it was agreed, that as the fmall-pox were 
very few in number, had always looked 
well, and were now completely maturated, 
7 the 
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the prefent fymptoms niuil be occafionec 
by worms^ or fome irritating caufe in the 
bowels. ' 

With tliis view a dofe of rhubajb aoij 
calomel was immediately prefcribed a^u 
exhibited, though we were obhged to open, 
the mouth by iorcc, and this not withou: 
ibme difficulty. The operation of this me*' 
dicine was accelerated by a clyfter, andaj 
large foetid flimy ftool, followed by fom:, 
fmaller liquid ones, was procured tlui 
afternopq, 

The child, however. Teemed to be almci 
totally infenlible during this time, nor &i 
he yet appear to be in any refepedt relievu 
by thefe evacuations: blifters therefore wcie 
fuccefiively applied to the back, head, M. 
legs, and finapifms to the feet leeches wcit 
likewife fixed to the temples, and rhu- 
barb with calomel, after fome little interval 
* again direded ; tin medicines being givei 
between vviiiles. 

By thefe means, though not till a confix 
derable quantity of flimy and extremel] 

offenfivi 
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cftenrive faeces had been difcharged, fomc 
figns of amendment appeared^ But the 
child Hill remained in feme degree coma- 
tofe till the fifth day from this attack, after 
which the progrels of amendment was very 
quick, and in two or thicc days he got 
quite well> and has fo continued. 

CASE XX. 

In May 1766, I was defired to vifit a 

coaliderable farmer, aged 68, to give my 
advice for a complaint in his legs. 

About twp years before he Iiad been feiz- 
ed with a numbnefs and coldnefs in both 
Jegs and thighs, which it was apprehended 
would end in a pally« For this diibrder 
he took many medicines, and both his legs 
were bliftercd, b^ which he found relief ; 
but from this time the legs were afFeded 
with troublefome itching and burning pains, 
attended with a fharp ferous dilcharg^ 
:hrough innumerable excoriations. Thele 
::ompUints dellroyed his reilj and made 
lim unhappy. 



After 
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After teiating this cafe, he told nie» that 

as alaioil every body in his neighbouiliood^ 
^ho had not had the fmdXUfox, was either 

• trader inoculation or preparing for it, he 
could icarcely expeft to e£:ape the infe^^km^ 

. and had therefore a Arong defire t/o .be ino- 
culated, and that his wife, of the fame age 
with himfelfj was likewife defirous of it* 

* ■ 

This propofal induced me toexamhic the 

prefent condition of his legs more ftridJy* 
They were now, he faid, in their beft ilfttei 
that this, noc fo full of pain as ufual i they 
were dry and fcurfy. His face'was likewife 
fcurfy, and of a fettled deep red colour ; 
' the confcquencc, ac, lie told me, of a re* 

* jpeated Eryfipelas in it, and not of any in-^ 
temperance. 

Upon conlidering the cafe, and reflecSt- 
ing that the preparatory courfe of diet and 
medicine would probably amend the con« 
dition of his legs, I encouraged him to pur- 
fue his intention, and both he and his wife^ 
after a fortnight's preparation, were inocu- 
lated on the third of June*

fJaints; and on the 1 2th the wife grew 
I better^ on the appearace of a very few 
I diftinA puftules, which maturated after* 
; wards in the moA favourable manner. But 
: the man Hill coniplained of pain and weari-

^ puftules on them. Towards evening they 
, grew more' painful^ more iwelled, and a 
further eruption was difcernible^ though not 
eafily to be diftinguiihed^ by realbn of their

He flept very little this night ; but on the 
14th I found him free from fever, and 
pretty well in all refpe&s, except the pain 
in his legs i on wlxich, and under thehams, 
a great number of diftind:, but almoft co- 
herent puftules appeared^. There were fe- 
veral alfo in the neck and face» but very 
^ few on the body or arms. He had all along 
been advifed not to ftir mugh, but had 
.taken greater liberties of walkijbg about than 
I. had allowed. 

R 15th. He 
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15th. He had not flept a minute during 
the night. I found him up and walkinj 
. about the houfe, complaining much of pain, 
but fe-ying that in other refpeds hewi= 
well ; but he was now rather cool than warm, 
his pulfc very low, his afpedl languid, tk 
colour of the face inclined to livid and pak, 
and he complained of faintnefs and ficknet 
I could not avoid being alarmed. The leg! 
alfo were fwelled confiderably, but notir- 
flamed. I therefore ordered him inftantk 
to bed ; and as the tenfion was great, 
plied a cataplafm of bread and milk {hm 
what was neareft at hand) all over each Icj 
and direfted the following medicine tok 
taken as foon as poflible. .

Returning on theythiothe 
jifitrnoon, I Was met by a fervant, who iri- 
£>rflied me that this man had been taken ill 
on the 5th in the afternoon, had continued 
Very bad ever iincef and now had fomething 
broke out, which was fuipccted to be the 
fmall'pox, and that I was defired to vifit him 
immediately : this I complied with, and 
found him in bed, complaining much of pain 
in his head, back^ and loins, with great heat. 
Some fmall puftules were out in his face, 
which I perceived ta be fmall- pox; this Was 
at five in the evening, and much about 
forfy^ght hours from the firft feizure^

The weather was at this time exceedipg 
cold, and it froze very hard. I ordefed 
him out of bed immediately, to dfink a 
glafs of cold water, and to get Ibme affift- 
ance, and walk abroad in the air. tJpon iix- 
ijuiry I found he lud pailcd withQut a Aool

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the whole day. Five grains of calomel in 
a pill were ordered to be taken immedi- » 
.ately. He retted but little this night, and 
next morning a great many more puftules 
were out in the face, fuflicient to ftiew a 
difpofition to flux. As this pill produced 
no manifeft eflfed:, I ordered fal, glaub. I 
5vi. diflblved in water grud to be taken 
immediately. The vehemence df the fever 
and other fymptoms were fcarce moderated 
by this eruption. 

Notwithftanding the medicine and the 
feverity of the weather, I defired he 
would get on his cloaths, and go into the ] 
air as much as he could pofllbly bear, and j 
in the evening ordered him to be carried in , 

: a chaife to the houfe provided for him in 
cafe be bad been ill from inoculation. I 
examined the incifions carefully, but there 
were not the leaft figns of the infection 

' having fucceeded, either by difcolou ration, '

-nor could he recoiled that they had itched ^ 
or given him the leaft uneafmefs*

I judged from the violence of the 
fymptoms the diiisale would be dangerqus, 
and the event doubtful, and was thercfbrc 
dcfirous of trying how far the fame method 
and remedies which wercufed fo fuccefsfwlly 
in the inoculatcdfmall-pox,a8 wellasinibme 
cafes of the natural difeafe, would avail i» 
this. The ncceffity of removing the patient 
afforded me a good opportunity, without 
any imputation of raOinefs. I therefore pro-- 
poicd her being taken down ftairs into a 
parlour under the room where flie then lay, 
while I was prefent, and ready to affift if the 
fatigue fliould be too much for her; this 
wasconlented to; the women affiftcd in 
i/etting lier cloaths on, which flie feemed. 
tmdi pleafed with, being then delirious. 
Slie was altogether unable to ftand, and was 
therefore brought down by three perfons in 
the lame manner as if (he hid been dead. 
She was then placed in a,chair, but had not 
evenftrength to hold herfelf upright, but 
was fupported in tliat pofture by the wo- 
men, about her.. 

The fatigue of moving, and change of 
ooilure. occafioned a faintnefe, in which Ihe

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loft all colour, and the puftules for a tima 
di^ippeared i upoa this, the chair was lean^ 
ed quite back, the bed was brought down, 
and laid on the lloor^ ihe was placed oq il 
Pfiih her cloaths on, and eagerly drank a

cd j the puftules appeared as before ; but (he 
was confiderably cooled^ and her pulfe^ tho' 
it retained the quicknefs, was not near fa 
ftroDg s I ftaid with her about half an hour# 
during which time flie was more fenfible^ 
not Co reftlefst but ieemed languid and 
tired. I ordered the window to be opened, 
the tooA to be kept cool, and gave htt 
three grains of calomel, tirt. emet. gr. 
in a pill^ and dire&ed ^ purging draiight to 
bd taken as loon as it could be procured^ 
arid as tliefe- feenied nd occafion fot thtf 
bliller^ it was taken offi 

I iaw hei" next morning at ^ hdufe fa 

which £he had been removed at a fmall dif- 
taace, and found her almoft free front 
complaintSi flie had refted moderately well, 
was.perfedly fenfible^ Thofe about hef 
dated her. amendment from the time when 
the purge (which had procured three 
iloaU) began to operate^ 
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She was however extremely full all,^ver, 

of a very fmall confluent kind ; yet thcie 
inflamed and maturated in a vtty favour- 
able manner. From the aiinuteft obfcr- 
vation I could make, it feemed to me that 
by this management the number in the 
face was lefs than when' I firft faw her, 
conlequently that fome puflules were rc- 
prefled after they had appeared.

In the beginning of June 1766, a yourjj; 
woman was taken with a ihivering fit, fuc** 
ceeded by a fcver^ and the fymptom^ that ^ 
ulbally precede the fmall-pox, in a very, 
violent degree s thefe were; attended with fucb ^ 
general weaknefs, thatin a few hours after the. 
feizure flie was obliged to go to bod, where 
fhe foon became delirious, and afterwards 
infenfible, her urine pafling involuntarily *, in 
this condition I hrilfaw her about forty hours 
aUcr fhe. was takca ill. The heat was ex- 
ceffive^ her pulfe extremely quick» but pot 
Jftrong, and a few fmall eruptions appeared on 
the face, fuflicient to afcertain thediftemper. 
Upon raifing her up ihe did AOt make the 

leail* 
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ieafi- effort to fupport herfelf, aud therefpre 
was 'permitted to lie down, and as the 
room was fmall the window was fet opc;n. 
Tive grs. of calomel were with great Jiffir 
culty got down» and an infufion of fena 
with manna being prepared, the perion at- 
tending was defired to give a little and often, 
till ihe had a ilooh 

It was very improper that flie Ihould re- 
main in the houfc where (lie was, on ac- 
count of the family ; yet there was no 
ppffibiUty of moving her in her prefenf 
condition. Next morning I was inforn^ed 
(he had remained in the fame ilupid way 
the whole ni^ht, but was now rather, bet- 
ter» and had fpoke more feniibly^ had jtWQ 
ftools, and vomited up fome bilious mat- 
ter, the heat was ftill great, the 



quick, and many finally confluenf |)uilule^ 
were but in the face and otiier parts; this 
was tlie third day q£ hfr illnefs. I, ad^ 

vifed her being sot out of bed, and the 

wmdows to DC kqpt. open; but was m 
doubt whether flie haci ftrength enough to 
be taken into .the open air*

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In the evening the eruption was increafcd 
cpnfiderabliy in ounoberi and ihe w^sA^ 
muck eafed of h^r complai|itS|. as to bear 
being removed in a c^t to a boufe in the 
neigl^bourhood, wliere 1 gave her caloipd 
three grains^ eaietic tartar ox)e eigbdi of f 
grain.

She had fomc reft this nighty but the 

ycr continued; ^nd not having had any 
more ftools^ ihe was order^ to takt | 
laxative potiga of inf. of icna and manna. 
She had three ftools before evening, and 
all her compl^ts abated. She was ver^ 
full all over of a very confluent kind. 

This yo^ng woman fat up the greateft 
part of feveral days after flie was quite 
blind, by her own choice ^ and I do not 
recolledl ever feeing one w^ith fo large a 
crop of puftu^es who went through the 
difcafe fo eafily ; for fhe made no complaint 
but of fotenefsy nor took any medici|ie but 
a few drops of thebaic tin^ure at t>e(}-

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CASE XXVUL 

A poor msui about 35 years of age^ who 

had gone through the preparatory courfe, 
came to my boufe in company with ievend 
inore^ in order to be inoculated. As foon 
^8 he came into the room^ I perceived he 
was iUi and on enquiring he told me, that 
^bout two hours before he had been taken 
with a lit of the ague« and that his head» 
hack^ and loin^ were in great pain. Feel- 
ing his pulfef I found a good deal of fever> 
his ikin was alfo very hot, I knew the 
fmajl-pox was in bis netghbourbood ; and 
thence concluded he was feized with this 
diftemper. I advifed him to keep abroad 
in the ^ir as much as pofTible^ and directed 
^ pill of the kind already mentioned at 
night, and a purging draught the following,

Thefe operated four or five times^ and he 
p^rfifted m obeying my orders; the fever 
and other cpmplaiuts were not fo high as. 
to give any great alarm ; he had a pretty 
large number of a di(tin<^ pock^ and went 
through the diftempcr very well.

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CASE XXIX. 

• About three ia the afternoon I vi 
Jmiddlc-aged man, who after two day$ 
Jiad an eruption, which the neighbou 
pefted fo be the fihaTI-^ox; I found 
bed, very hot, and in a fweat ; hi 
(quick, full, and ftrong ; his face pr'etty 
fmall-pox, which had begun to apj 
the morning. I received the ufual a 
of the preceding fymptoms, which hs 
pretty fevere, and he ftill made greai 
plaints of pnrns in'his'head, back, and 
I immediately gave him a pill, cbfitaihi 
gr. V. tart, cniet. grl -f, which I hac 
with me upon a prefumption that I 
want it : I alio infifled on lii^' geHing u 
goingabroad into the air,h6twiLhfl:and 
fweat he was in, which it was my in^ 
to reftrain : I met with the ufual di 
in getting this advicd complied with 
ever he was affifted, came down 
and went abroad, being fuppofted 
wife ; for he feemed very weak, a; 
not been out of his bed for two days !

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as he coaipl allied of great third, I gave him 
a gl afs ojf qol4 ws^^^^ . apd itaye4 al^out half ' 
an hftur to fep fhe cffqdt pf this treatq;iq^t , ha 
was^at firft vecy faint ao4fic^> and vomited* 
up fQmei)iMqus JWl^ff, biU not the pill h? 
had lately taken : after this, while I ftayed, 
he faid his head was better> and allowed he 
was refreflied by the air ; 1 defired him to 
continue abroad as much as he could, and 
' when he found himfeif tired, togo in and lie ' 
down a little; but as fbon as he was able, to . 
g^tout again, and if thirily to drink as much 
cold water as he plcafcJ. I then took my 
leave, ordering a purging draught to be ta-» 
ken as foon as he received it, which I con- 
cluded would be at lead three or four 
hours from that time. 

Next morning, on viliting him, I was told 
that the purge had operated four times, that 
he found himfeif confiderably relieved, both 
in his head and back, and had reded bet- 
ter than any time fince he had been taken ill. 
The eruption proceeded ilowly ; but many 
more puftules now appeared in his face, and 
Other part$> than before; hekeptabroad> and 

his 
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hh complaints continued wearing o^. NejtC 
morning I found him quite eafy ; he was 
pretty full of a diftind: pock, and from tfai^ 
time all went on well, without having 
occafion to take any more medicines.
